WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Little expectation is entertained of the receipt of 
dhe Spanish answer to the latest proposition to-day. Because the negotiations have 
narrowed down to a point where the Spanish answer, if affirmative, as expected, 
would simply bestow upon the French Ambassador the authority to sign the pro- 
tocol, can be returned in very few words, it was thought by some an answer might 
come to-day. A very few persons still believe the answer may be received to-day, 
but the majority, basing their judgment on the well-known procrastination of the 
Spanish officials, have no hope of so prompt an auswer. The note itself embodying 
the agreement reached yesterday by Secretary Day and Ambassador Cambon was 
all filed with the telegraph companies before midnight last night, but being in cipher 
and subject to many delays owing to numerous translations, it could scarcel} have 
been placed in the hands of the Madrid authorities before noon to-day, allowing 
for the difference in time between Washington and Madrid. 

The protocol is really an ultimatum from President McKinley. If Ambassador 
Cambon is given authority to sign it in behalf of Spain, hostilities will cease at 
once.

For four years Rev. Mr. Hilgard has been 
known as one of the ablest evangelists in 
this part of South Dakota. Por nearly the 
game period “Ponca Jim,” “Montana Jack” 
and the rest have been hated and feared 
as the most daring and successful cattle 
rustiers, horsethieves, highwaymen and cu . 
throats on the range... It was only a few 
@ays ago that Rev. Mr. IHilgard, Ponca 
Jim.” “Montana Jack,” et al. were discov- 
ered to be one and the same person 

Hilgard was captured, after a long chase 
and a hot fight, with a quantity of stolen 
property in his possession and his hands 


red with the blood of several of the at- 
tacking party Many of the ranchmen 
favor S okeine him to the nearest tree. In 


the face of the Byer neleng evidence 
against him, however, his friends maintain 
that there must be some mistake and swear

Rev. Mr. Hilgard located, with his wife 
and three children, on a farm near Bone- 
ateel In the fall of 1844, announced himself 
as an evargelist, and began holding meet- 
ings in and near the town. He was mas- 
ter of a «style of oratory pecullarly suited 
to the rough punchers and ranchmen who 
formed the greater part of his audience. 

Soon he received invitations to hold re- 
vivals at other hamlets throughout the 
cattle country. His life was supposed to 
Wee exemplary, his gifts to charity were lib- 
eral and his neighbors idolized him. 

About that time a seeries of bold rob- 
berlies commenced in the vicinity. Cattle 
were run out of the country and sold at 
Hastern markets, horses stolen by the 
ecore, lone travelers held up and robbed 
and isolated farmhouses entered and ran- 
sacked. Those who resisted the perpetra- 
tor of the outrages—all were committed by 
a single man—invariably came out second 
est. 

The robber seldom shot to kill, but his 
aim wae unerring and his victim was al- 
ways disabled before he had time to use 
his weapons. The outlaw always wore a 
mask, and for a time the crimes were at- 
tributed to different men.

Mervin Ross was lodged in the ‘thholdover 
at the Four Courts Thursday morning for 
safe keeping by Deputy Sheriff Thomas O. 
Nuckolls of Troy, Mo. 

Noss has served one term in the peniten- 
tiary for burglary, and ‘there are two 
charges of burglary°and larceny pending 
against him now. 

If it had not been for an accident that 
befel him a week ago while stealing a ride 
on a freight train down in Arkansas he 
would be at liberty. As the train was pull- 


ing into Hardy, Ark., Ross started to leave 
the car. He was c!! mbing out of an end 
ate. The train gave a suauen lureh and 

e fell under the wheels. His right foot 
Was caught and was crushed. Hie was 
daagged some distance and was fearfully 
bruised. 

His shrieks attracted the attention of the 
train crew, and when the train was stopped 
toss was found still tangled in the run- 

ing gear of the car. He was removed 
and was taken to a doctor's office He 
was in such pain that he thought his in- 
purves were going to prove fatal. He said 
1° had a confession to make and he was 
allowed to speak. 

Word of his confession was wired to the 

uthorities at Troy and Deputy Sheriff 

juckolla was sent to Hardy armed with 
the warrants and requisition papers. 

The Arkansas surgeons had dressed Ross’ 
wounds and he was able to ac: ‘ompany his 
captor. His foot is still in bad condition, 
but he was able to hobble along with the 
aid of crutohes. 

He is the most crestfallen prisoner that 
has been in the holdover for m: iny a day. 
lie curses his luck and his stupidity in 
making a confession when he thought he 
was going to die. If it had not been for 
this, he eays, he could stil] be at liberty. 

Deputy Sheriff Nuckolls Saye that Ross is 
one of the most persistent burglars and 
thieves in the State. On June 21, he was re. 
leased from the Jefferson C ity pen tertiary, 
after serving a four years’ term on the 
charge of burglary. On ‘his release h¢ : 
turned to the scenes of his former 
and made pretensions of reformation. 

On the night of July 20 after he had en- 
pores almost one month of freedom. he 

roke into a general store and stole some 
revolvers, pocket knives and robbed the 
cash drawer of eeveral dollars in change. 
On the same night he entered the stable of 
a Troy physician and stole a fine horse, 
addle and bridle. Hle escaped on the 

orae. After riding it 25 miles to another 

Station the took a train and leaving the 
horse sank from eight. A posse of citi- 
gens tracked Ross 23 miles until he was 
lost from view. 

A reporter saw Ross in the holdover 
Thursday morning. He is nearly 6 feet 
tall, stoop-shouldered and awkward. He 
has a heavy, rough blonde moustache and 
his face Is covered with tWo weeks’ growth 
of stubby beard. He has keen blue eyes 
and is evidently shrewd. He leaned on his 
crutch. 

“I have talked too much already.’ 
said in a slow. deliberate drawl. 
the only reason I am here. 
never would have found me if I hadn’ t ‘ebet 
off my mouth so much. tut I was pretty 
badly hurt, but not so bad as I thought. 
It was just a tough bit of luck, I guess 
it will go pretty hard with me this t'me, 
ns the folks down about Troy haven't go t 
the highest opinion of me.

Let 
them have the facts and politicians will not dare to subor- 
dinate the pubMe good to their own selfish purposes, The 
cardinal rule of democratic administration should be—public- 
ity.

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THE VOYAGE OF THE MONTEREY. 


The voyage of the Monterey is another demonstration of 
navalefficiency.

Achievements like the voyages of the Oregon and the Mon- 
terey add to American prestige and insure a recognition of 
moral power, the highest use of which is to make unneces- 
sary the employment of physical force.

Man Who Robbed While 
Chief of Police

Jacks, now in Chicago Jail. He was 
a@ robber, while chief of police in 
Muskegon, 'Mich.; a thief while at 
the head ofe private detective force: 
“a burglar and a highwayman while 
deputy marshal; a plunderer and a 
footpad when the citizens of Muske- 
£0n were calling him chief among the 
g00d men of the city; a robber and a 
burglar and ‘a footpad in Chicago 
while he posed as an honest car- 
penter for four full years; at last a 
murderer

CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—George H. Jacks, 
who is under sentence of death, stands 
unique among the criminals of the coun- 
try. The crime for which he will be hanged 
next month was the murder of Andrew F. 
MeGee of this city, for the purpose of rob- 
bery. 

Jacks ts an educated man, good looking 
and always well dressed. All this was 
in his favor when he started out on his 
«riminal bent. That was somewhere back 
in the early 80s. He hat been a citizen 
of Muskegon, Mich., for years. His intel- 
ligence, good record and reputed sobriety 
got him into public prominence. At the 
suggestion of some of the best citizens he 
was made chief of a _ private detective 
corps. it was established because Mus- 
kegon had been enduring an invasion of 
burglars until it was no longer profitable 
for a majority of the residents. Jacks 
made a wonderfully brilliant record tn this 
capacity, and the next year he was ap- 
nb nted chief of police. A deputy marshal- 
Fhip followed soon after from Detroit 
which gave Jacks the oversight of the 
western part of the State of Michigan. As 
a guardian of the peace and a protector 
of property—individual and public—Jacks 
made a reputation and excited the envy 
of other officials in the neighboring cities. 
The good people of Muskegon felt safer 
when Jacks was looking after their inter- 
ests. Michigan breathed easier in that sec- 
tion where Jacks was acting as deputy 
marshal, and Jacks took all the praise and 
thanks as though it were a matter of 
course, 

While Chief of Police George H. Jacks 
arrested more criminals and burglars than 
had been listed by all his predecessors, 
was everywhere and always first to 
epot when reports of robberies Were an- 
nounced He got all the details, the de- 
scription of the villains and an inventory 
of the articles taken. 

In one season there was an epidemic of 
fires in Muskegon. Another opportunity for 
Jacks to distinguish himself for bravery 
and vigilance. Before the fire department 
ever got near the scape of a fire Jacks was 
busey fighting the fiames. The citizens of 
the town turned out in time to see him 
heading a bucket *rigade, climbing hadders 
or lattice work and carrying out victims, 
half suffocated, from stories away up high. 


men in the village ever saved as 
property from destruction as did 
this one exemplary and efficient police of- 
ficer, Victims of the fires Jost many costly 
things, to be sure. Toois, jewelry, bric-a- 
brac disappeared wherever the depart- 
ment Was calied out. Chief of Poiice Jacks 
would stay by until ail danger was past, 
and then begin to investsgate causes and 
results, He undertook a crusade agaist 
fire traps, and got better buildings in Mus- 
Kegon. He arrested many men suspected 
of plundering and convicted some of them. 
He recovered and returned much of. the 
less valuable property. And for something 
ike five years or more the people went on 
thanking him and calling him the hero of 
Muskegcen. 

Then it leaked out. Truesdall, a_ store- 
keeper, awoke one morning to find the piace 
looted. He began to think. So pecuilar Was 
the siuation of the store and of the things 
taken that he conc ‘luded the robber was a 
man familiar with the place. When a pri- 
vate detectice, he reealled Jacks had espe- 
cial charge of that particular store, He 
Was afraid to say so, but he was convinced 
that Jacks, the hero, had been doing double 
duty. It took him three weeks to make up 
his mind to endure_the taunts of officials 
and citizens of the town. Tinen he swore 
OUlL a search warrant and had Jack's home- 
Stead ransacked. Jacks was in Grand Rap- 
ids on tnat particular day. He got back in 
time to be arrested, The good and trusting 
citizens of the town and vicinity were abvu; 
a month identifying all the property stored 
in the home of the esteemed official. Jac Ks 
was sent to the penitentiary at Jackson, 
Mich., for seven years. For good conduct 
and working overtime he was released in 
something more than five years. 

With the conviction the plan of his double 
life was told. It read like a romance of a 
10-cent novel and people were dazed. Jacks 
had been the incendiary, the plunderer, the 
robber and the burglar, the thief and the 
footpad all the time, and it was he who 
brought on the plague from which Mus- 
kegon had been patiently suffering for so 
long. He had arrested every ‘other s- 
picious person, except himself, and for 
five years he had escaped detection. Not 
only did he set fire to houses that he might 
rescue valaubles and take them home: not 
only did he guard houses and stores while 
he went inside and helped himself, but he 
insisted on grabbing the booty which other 
bona fide thieves secured. 

When the officers 6earched the spacious 
residence in Muskegon they found articles 
of every conceivable description and of 

varying value. All of the worthless stuff 
hac been left behind—much of the more

valuable had been disposed of. A man 
named Hawley took Jacks to Jackson in 
1890 to begin his first term behind prison 
bare. His poor mother died of a wegne n 
heart soon after that. The father, C. 
Jacks. and other members of the Sad 
still live in Muskegon and are highly: re- 
spected. 

When Jacks got out of Jackson in 1894 
he decided to select a larger field for his 
operations. The people of Muskegon had 
forgotten him and were content to 
let him go where he chose without thinking 
He came to 
Chicago and after leading the life of a 
footpad, while pretending to be an honest 
carpenter, for a number of years, rounded 
out his criminal career by the murder of 
McGee.

Sir—Whatever may be true of other forms of 
work undertaken for the benefit of our sol- 
diers and sallors, the opportunity and 
need for the efforts of the Christian 
commission are as great as ever, and will con- 
tinue so until the men have been mustered out 
and gone home. This, as I understand, will 
not take place for’ some months yet. May we 
not count on you to help us in keeping this 
work still prominently before the public? 

I enclose a short ‘‘open letter’ whic? you 
may be able to use, and if you do eo will you 
kindly send me a marked copy? Yours very 
truly, D, L. MOODY. 


In the letter referred to Mr. Moody says: 


Many thousands of the soldiers. will doubt- 
less continue in service for several months 
yet, and the navy is still perfectly accessible 
and it is our purpose to push right on with the 
work. Many thousands of the soldiers have 
been brought to Christ, but thousands upon 
thousands of them are etill unreached, and 
the opportunity must not be allowed to slip 
through our fingers. 

We have accordingly made our plans to keep 
the ministers and evangelists at work and to 
put in more of them as fast as we are able. 
Gen. Howard is now in Cuba making arrange 
ments for beginning the work there; Kev. 
Charles Herald of Brooklyn has opened a new 
work. in Key West, through which we hope to 
reach the sailors and marines; Ferdinand 
Schiverea has just gone to Jacksonville, and 
reports that the Spirit of God is already doing 
a mighty work there. Everywhere the inter- 
est iu the meetings is urabated; from all the 
camps comes the news of scores of men ear- 
neatts seeking Christ. At one of Mr. Schi- 
yerea's meetings last week over 200 men made 
a public confession of their desire to live 
Christian lives. A telegram has just come to 
me from Chickamauga asking for 3000 more 
hymn/books immediately. 

The good books which have proven euch a 
valuable belp in the work with the soldiers 
have now been put aboard more than 20 of 
the war veese)s. 

New, I do not belleve that the Christian peo- 
ple of this country will want to see a work 
of this kind given up unt!! it can be carried 
on ne longer. Their response to the appeal for 
the funds necessary for carrying it on bas been 
most gratifying. I hope it will continue. 
Contributions sent to me at East Northfield, 
Mass., will be promptly acknowledged.

That probably isn’t his name, Dut 
since John Smith is synonomous for mys- 
tery In St. Louis, Policeman McSheehan of 
the Fourth District, who took the black 
man to the hospital Wednesday night, reg- 
istered him that way. 

“I guess that'll hold him for a while,” 
remarked McSheehan, as he ijleft the hos- 
pital. 

Another reason for calling him John 
Smith was the fact that hé has at various 
ftimes been called “Smith” by those with 
whom the came in contact at hotels and 
other places where he worked. 

This John Smith has a  «eerlous stab 
wound in his left side and that is the rea- 
son he cannot eat nor sleep. His condition 
is aggravated by recent excessive libations. 

Policeman McSheehan found Smith in an 
alley between Sixth end Seventh streets, 
near Morgan street, about midnight. In- 
vestigation led the police to suspect Wood- 
son Quarrels, another negro, of doing the 
stabbing. It is known that several negroes 
were canning beer in the alley together, and 
the stabbing was probably the result of too
